City Attempts to Influence 
County, Federal Decisions

Making no secret of its displeasure at being given such short 
notice of the public hearing on the county’s Ten-Year Water and 
Sewer Plan, the city council at its Monday, November 6 meeting, 
asked for a 21-day postponement. The county council had sched¬ 
uled a meeting on the 1972-73 Plan for yesterday, November 8. 
City manager James Giese said there was some indication that the 
county council would schedule a second public hearing shortly. 
The city council also asked that the record be kept open for ten 
days following the public hearing, just in case the city council 
could not meet in time to formulate its recommendations to the 
county. 

Of concern to Greenbelt is the 
fact that the annual revision of the 
Ten-Year Water and Sewer Plan 
provides for a permissable point of 
discharge for a package treatment 
plant for the 1193-unit Greenbriar 
apartment complex. Greenbriar 
has revised its point of discharge 
permit for a package plant with 
the amount of the effluent to be 
limited to 350,000 gallons per day, 
which is half the amount request¬ 
ed in its original application. (The 
Glen Ora apartments are no long¬ 
er included.)

Showing no discrimination, the 
city council then turned to the 
Federal Government and directed 
Giese to send a letter to the Presi¬ 
dent’s Property Board expressing 
the city’s concern over reported 
plans to declare the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center surplus. 
The council wished to go on record 
opposing the piecemeal disposition 
of the Center, favoring the develop¬ 
ment of a master plan for the sur¬ 
plus land, and stating its interest 
in acquiring part of the surplus 
acreage. The city’s Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board had rec¬ 
ommended to the city that it annex 
that portion of land north from the 
city to Beaver Dam Road and east 
from Edmonston Road to the Ral 
timore-Washington Parkway. 

Giese said that his staff has also 
looked into this matter of annex¬ 
ation, and has recommended the 
land located south of Sunnyside 
Road and Beaver Dam Road, be¬ 
tween the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway and the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad tracks. Giese said that 
such an acquisition would be de¬ 
sirable in order to maintain a 
green belt adjacent to its boun¬ 
daries. He also noted that a portion 
of the land may be suitable for 
landfill purposes — the present 
iointly operated College Park- 
Greenbelt landfill is in this area. 
Also, if a portion or all of the per- 
meter road is built, Giese said, it 
would be possible to provide a 
right- of-way less disturbing to the 
city. 

In taking this action, council 
also expressed symoathy for the 
proposal from the Prince Georges 
Community College for obtaining a 
third campus in the Agricultural 
Center. 

Intra-City Bus Study 

The council went on record in 
favor of a draff proposal prepared 
by the Council of Governments’ 
staff for the undertaking of an in- 
tra-citv bus studv for Greenbelt. 
This study provides for the ob¬ 
taining of a Federal grant and the 
city furnishing matched funds to 
the extent of an estimated $5,000. 
These $5,000 may be funded in 
whole or in part by in-kind staff 
services, that is, by charging off 
the time spent on the project by 
city staff members. 

Other Action 

The council approved a resolu¬ 
tion authorizing execution of an 
amendatory contract to increase 
the total HUD open-space grant 
to the city of $119,072 for the pur¬ 
chase of parcels 7 and 8, the land 
at the entrance to the city near 
Boxwood Village. The extra am¬ 
ount about $1,500 — is to cover 


the cost of condemnation. 

The council approved a resolu¬ 
tion congratulating the News Re¬ 
view on its 35th Anniversary. 

The council introduced for first 
reading an ordinance to regulate 
the location of refuse containers — 
in particular the large containers 
which are automatically loaded 
onto trucks.

Bids on the new Franklin Roose¬ 
velt Senior High School were some 
$2 million dollars higher than the 
$7.5 million budgeted for construc¬ 
tion of the school which will be lo¬ 
cated on a wedge-shaped 40-acre 
site occupying the western portion 
of the Smith-Ewing North tract 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

After a review and analysis of 
the bids and a study of proposed 
funding methods and possible cuts 
in costs by Roy Parker, Director 
of the Board of Education’s De¬ 
partment of Plant Planning, Con¬ 
struction and Real Estate, and the 
architect (Walton, Madden and 
Cooper), recommendations will be 
submitted to the Board of Educa¬ 
tion at its next meeting in Upper 
Marlboro on Tuesday, Nov. 14. 


Open Pit Burning Issue 
Gives City an Education

Having received a broad education on water pollution last 
winter, the city council last Monday decided to extend its exper¬ 
tise to include air pollution. For almost two hours, the council 
heard testimony from a host of citizens and consultants on the re¬ 
quest of developer Alan Kay to permit open pit burning of trees 
and shrubbery in conjunction with clearance of the Smith-Ewing 
tract for his Greenbriar apartment complex. 

At issue was an amendment to would lead to further weakening of 


the city’s anti-burning ordinance 
which would permit burning of 
trees, branches, and limbs six in¬ 
ches or more in diameter, pro¬ 
vided that the method of burning 
is approved by the state and coun¬ 
ty and that the density of smoke 
does not exceed 1 on the Ringle- 
mann chart. (The Ringlemann chart 
grades the various densities of 
smoke. The higher the number, 
the more dense the smoke. No. 1 on 
the scale is barely visible emission). 
Trees and shrubbery less than six 
inches in diameter would be dis¬ 
posed of by chipping. 

Open pit burning, also known as 
the air curtain destructor (ACD) 
method, would be one method of 
burning permitted under the am¬ 
endment. This method utilizes a 
deep trench into which air is blown 
across the entire length. The angle 
of the air induction is such that it 
results in almost complete combus¬ 
tion and, therefore, the emission is 
smoke free. What is not known, 
however, is the degree to which the 
emissions from the ACD represent 
pollutants, and the long-range ef¬ 
fects. 

Although the city’s current anti¬ 
burning ordinance does not per¬ 
mit this method of burning, State 
law and the county law for outside 
the Beltway does permit the use of 
ACD. City manager James K. Giese 
stated that even if the proposed 
amendment is adopted, the city 
would still have the most restric- 
ive burning ordinance in the metro¬ 
politan area. Nevertheless, critics 
of the amendment feared that it 
would be an opening wedge which 


the ordinance. 

City Council Action 

The city council took no action 
at Monday night's meeting and in¬ 
stead unanimously tabled the 
amendment, asking Giese to gather 
further information on how -the 
ACD is working in Fairfax County, 
especially with respect to the num¬ 
ber and type of complaints received. 
Councilman Charles Scfiwan, who 
had introduced the amendment for 
first reading at the last council 
meeting, stated that the developer 
has yet to get his sewage permits 
and “whether he has time or not, 
we should take time to examine is¬ 
sues and come to conclusions.” 

The main arguments made for the 
ACD were that it eliminates many 
of the pollutants that conventional 
burning produces and is a less ex¬ 
pensive way of clearing the grounds 
than chipping or hauling away de¬ 
bris in trucks to landfills located 
many miles away. William Taylor, 
representing a private company, 
Air Pollution Controls Products, Inc. 
observed that the pollution created 
by truck exhausts and the dust at 
the site and during hauling can be 
greater than any of the pollutants 
from ACD, He also noted the shor¬ 
tage of landfill space and the fact 
that stumps occupy a great deal of 
space in a landfilll operation. 

As for savings, it has been esti¬ 
mated that without being able to 
burn, it would cost an extra $2,500 
an acre for land clearance. About 
80+ acres are involved in the 
Greenbriar project, of which 40 
acres will be cleared. When a mem-

Greenbelters Split Ticket, 
Vote for McGovern & Hogan 


Greenbelt Democrats managed to give their presidential ticket 
of George McGovern and Sargent Shriver a majority of 52.3 per¬ 
cent in Tuesday’s election. About 13 percent of the registered 
Democrats defected to give their support to the Republican ticket 
of President Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew. The popular vote 
was 3,722 to 3,324 in favor of McGovern. The third party candi¬ 
date, John Schmitz of the American Party, received 68 votes. 


The Nixon-Agnew slate did much 
better in 1972 than in 1968, receiv¬ 
ing 46.7 percent of the Greenbelt 
vote this year, compared with 36.7 
percent four years ago. A major 
factor here was the third party 
slate headed by George Wallace 
which attracted 8.7 percent of the 
1968 vote. Actually, the McGcovern 
majority this year was not that sig¬ 
nificantly off from the Humphrey- 
Muskie Democratic majority of 
54.6 percent in 1968. But it pres¬ 
aged McGovern’s defeat at the 
state level (he lost Maryland by 
about 310,000 votes.) 

In the race for the Congression¬ 
al House seat from the Fifth Dis¬ 
trict, incumbent Republican Law¬ 
rence J. Hogan for the first time 
carried Greenbelt with 3,740 votes 
to 3,093 for his Democratic chal¬ 
lenger Edward T. Conroy. A write- 
in candidate, William Shickler, Jr. 
received 29 votes. 

Hogan’s 54,7 percent majority 
was 8 percentage points better than 
his 1970 showing. Greenbelt’s vote 
indicated that Hogan would have 
no trouble carrying the District, 
which he did by 35,000 votes. 

As the accompanying box shows, 
it was the Springhill Lake vote 
that carried Greenbelt for McGov¬ 
ern. North End voters actually 
gave a majority to Nixon and also 
were largely responsible for the 
Hogan victory in Greenbelt. Center 
school voters split their ticket, vot¬ 
ing for McGovern and Hogan. 

In the referendum voting, all 
questions except two won over¬ 
whelming endorsements from the 
electorate. Question 18, the propos¬ 
al for State aid to private schools, 
was disapproved by Greenbelt vot¬ 
ers 3,099 to 2,731. All precincts op¬ 
posed the proposal. Question B, 
which would automatically require 
a voter referendum on bonds issued 
by the county with the exception 
of funds for schools and transit 
projects, was approved by a 2,803 
to 2,205 vote. Springhill Lake vot¬ 
ers were against this proposal by a 
small majority. 

Surprising most observers, the 
Greenbelt turnout — 7,224 voters _ 


County Council Short One 
Vote to Override Veto 

A move by the Prince Georges 
county council to override county 
executive William W. Gullett’s veto 
'of a bill that would have given 
residents of Greenbelt along with 
those of other incorporated areas 
in the county a real estate tax re¬ 
bate failed by one vote on Novem¬ 
ber 6. Council could muster only 
7 votes, short 1 of the 8 required to 
override. 

Voting to uphold the veto was 
Ronald Reeder. Lucille Potts ab¬ 
stained and absent were Gladys 
Spellman and Charles Callow. 

After the bill was defeated, coun¬ 
cilman Francis White, originator 
of the original bill, moved to delete 
two provisions of the bill relating 
to administrative details which Gul 
lett objected to in his veto message. 
Council then approved the modified 
bill, and agreed to hold public hear¬ 
ings in the near future and to 
consider the legislation again be¬ 
fore December 31, 1972. 

The bill must again be signed by 
Gullett who termed the original bill 
“an administrative nightmare.” Gul¬ 
lett said he agreed with the basic 
purpose of the legislation but objec¬ 
ted to the bill’s provisions for mea¬ 
suring “standard of services” pro¬ 
vided by either the county or muni 
eipalities. 

The vetoed bill would have pro¬ 
vided tax credits for residents of 
those municipalities that have a 
“standard of service” equal or su¬ 
perior to that provided by the 
county. 

Gullett promised to appoint a 
seven-member committee “to pro¬ 
pose a method which would solve 
the questions raised.’” 

Under the vetoed bill, Greenbelt 
residents might have received tax 
credits equivalent to 30-40 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation for pay¬ 
ing county taxes for services that 
are being provided by their munici¬ 
palities. 

At last Monday’s city council 
meeting, council member Elizabeth 
Maffay urged Greenbelt citizens to 
let their county officers know how 
strongly they favored the legisla 
tion.

The Busing Issue 

To the Editor: 

The controversial busing issue 
seems to be one that many of us 
hoped would go away if only we 
ignored it. The unhappy truth ap¬ 
pears to be that those who favor 
busing to achieve racial balance 
are extrmely active and one of their 
prime goals is to convince all who 
oppose it to remain silent . . , 

Many municipalities have taken 
a public stand in favor of the neigh¬ 
borhood school concept, including 
Maryland’s second largest city, 
Bowie. Many organizations such 
as civic associations, PTA’s church 
groups, etc. have taken definite 
stands for or against busing. Some 
people question whether an organ¬ 
ization such as a local PTA should 
get involved in this type of issue. 
This can easily be answered with 
another question. Does the issue 
concern our children’s welfare, 
their education or our communi 
ties? If the answer to any one of 
those three is yes, then it is PTA 
business. 

Many of us who are PTA offic¬ 
ers or delegates have seen this is¬ 
sue come up at various meetings or 
conventions. To learn the views of 
Springhill Lake residents on sev¬ 
eral important educational issues 
the SHL Elementary PTA prepared 
and distributed a questionnaire last 
March. Of those responding, 16% 
favored busing to achieve racial 
balance, 84% opposed and there was 
not a single PTA household who 
answered "no opinion”! The P. G. 
County Council of PTA’s took a 
clear stand last March when it 
voted 82 to 40 to go on record as 
favoring desgregation in accord¬ 
ance with the definition given in 
Title 4 of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, Public Law 88-352-Section 401- 
B, which states: 

Desegregation means the assign¬ 
ment of students to public schools 
and within such schools without 
regard for their race, color, relig¬ 
ion or national origin, but desegre¬ 
gation shall not mean the assign¬ 
ment of students to public schools 
in order to overcome racial imbal¬ 
ance. 

Judge Kaufman never ordered 
Prince Georges County to institute 
“racial balance” but some of the 
pro-busing elements have latched 
on to his order as their golden op¬ 
portunity . . . 

Many of our elected officials, as 
well as appointed officials, are con¬ 
vinced that racial busing raises 
false hopes and creates more prob¬ 
lems than it solves. For concerned 
parents and citizens to remain sil¬ 
ent on such a major issue is very 
much like not voting on election 
day they forfeit the right to 
complain when the decisions are 
finalized. Our officials need to know 
our views whatever they may be. 
Those views just might make the 
difference 1 Paul G. Leofsky

ber of the audience objected to us¬ 
ing as a criterion the savings that 
the method would provide for a 
private developer, he was reminded 
that the amendment would also per¬ 
mit the Board of Education to save 
money (an estimated $100,000) on 
land clearance for the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Senior High School. 

Many persons, however, felt that 
any savings could not offset the 
deteriorating effects of the ACD on 
the city's environment. Beverly 
Stone mentioned the health difficul¬ 
ties of many of the city’s citizens 
and suggested a health inventory. 
Patrick Ready felt that the absence 
of visible smoke is no guarantee 
that pollutants were not being emit¬ 
ted from the ACD. Gabe Huck felt 
that in addition to the pollution is¬ 
sue, there was the question of waste. 
He saw burning of trees as a waste 
and advocated chippings which 
would have some useful value. Giese 
noted, however, that ehippers are 
extremely noisy operating pieces of 
machinery and that some of the 
debris such as stumps cannot be 
chipped. 

Councilwoman Rhea Cohen read 
into the record the views of John 
Koonz, a county air pollution officer. 
He warned of three dangers with 
ACD. <1) overloading which may 
cause excessive smoke and emissions 
of particulate matter, hydrocarbons, 
and carbon monoxide; (2) lack of 
proper trained supervision at all 
times and (3) the danger of operat¬ 
ing the ACD pit in unstable soil 
causing the side walls to collapse, 
with the ACD ending up operating 
as a large fan. He cited instances 
in the metropolitan area where the 
ACD has run into problems. 

One question not resolved was 
whether poison ivy vapors would be 
emitted through the ACD. Those 
favoring the ACD stated that the 
temperature at which the ACD oper¬ 
ates would eliminate poison ivy as 
a hazard, but others were not sure. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld sug¬ 
gested that many of the questions 
raised throughout the meeting might 
be answered by bringing in an air 
pollution meter which would monitor 
the air for pollutants. Such a meter, 
he thought, could provide technical 
criteria for determining whether the 
ACD was having deleterious effects 
on Greenbelt’s environment. The 
ACD could then be shut down if 
certain measures were exceeded. 

Some cold water was thrown on 
this idea by Charles Glickman, a 
retired New York City air pollution 
expert. He said that the situation 
was too dynamic — there were too 
many variances in the weather to 
permit a monitor to give good read¬ 
ings over the short term. 

Weidenfeld tried with little success 
to elicit comments from the audi 
ence on their relative opinions of 
other forms of pollution, i, e. hauling 
away of debris by diesel-burning 
trucks versus burning of trees by 
the air curtain method.

A city council meeting was held 
Nov. 6 on the amendment to change 
the Greenbelt Air Pollution Or¬ 
dinance. As an air breathing citi¬ 
zen of Greenbelt for twenty seven 
years, I would like to see the Coun¬ 
cil vote'NO on any amendment that 
would allow more pollutants in 
our air, whether we can see them 
or not. Instead we should all be 
working on ways of reducing air 
pollutants. 

On councilman Weidenfe?d‘s un¬ 
answered question on whether the 
trucks hauling the trees away 
would pollute more than burning 
the trees at the site, this seems a 
little weak. There will be hund- 
dreds of trucking trips to bring 
supplies and materials to build the 
seventy-six acres of apartments at 
the Greenbriar site. 

There are other alternatives to 
burning, such as chipping on the 
site, burying the trees, selling them 
or perhaps building log cabins out 
of them which would probably be 
a lot more attractive than the flood 
of apartments that will soon ap¬ 
pear.
